"With aa eoBbanaaM and complete 
an outMt aa OTery etty sportsman 
carries Into the woods with him. I left 
the train one day at the wayside sta- 
tion which bore tbe name of the post- 
mark. Secnring a guide and cook. In 
the persiin nf a l.iiikv native, I bad my 
truck lia iNil .j'.i' •() the 8t. Fiueis 
river, only two miles distaat, where I 
pitched camp and made piaparalioas 
for an indefinite stay.
